OF MARCUS GOLDSBERY

Body Found Together With That of His 
|j 
Faithful Dog by a Neighbor 


Sunday Evening 


Evidently Been Dead for Three or Four Days 


...No Marks of Violence Found—Was 


It Suicide? 


Did Marcus Goldsbery, recluse, liv- 


ing in a wagon house, one and a half 
mile south of Hebron, on the Buckeye 
lake route, end his life and that of 
his only companion, a faithful shep- 
iherd dog; or did the man meet with 
foul play, and the dog die from suf- 
focation and starvation? 


This question has aroused the en- 


tire community around Hebron and 
Buckeye Lake, since the finding of 
Goldsbery's body in his ho'use Sunday 
evening. The man is believed to have 
been dead since Thursday or Friday. 


It was about 5 o'clock Sunday evt 


ntng when John 'Neil, a neighbor of 
Goldsbery, alarmed 
at 
not having 


eeen the inaa about his place for sev- 
eral days, went to the neat little 
Wagon-house and rapped on the front 
door. He got no response, so tried the 
door. It was locked. Neil then went 
to one of the windows and tried to 
get in. by that means but the window 
(was 
also locked and the only way of 


getting in -was to Dreak the window, 
which he did. The sight which met 
•his gaze was dreadful, and the close 
air from the little room, combined 
(With the foul odor of the decompos- 
ing Tw'dies, Utmost -sickened him. - -He- 
managed to summon aid. and the dooi 
•was opened. Goldsbery, clad in 
his 


••working clothes, lay cross-wise on his 
folding bed cold in deata. A ^short 
distance from him, with its head close 
to the door, lay his dog. 


Neighbors immediately conducted a 


hasty investigation but found every- 
thing in perfect order in the house. 
The front door had been fastened, and 
!the key wad in the lock on the inside. 
The windows, which open 
outward 


(with Singes, were all tightly locked 
on the inside. 


A message was sent immediately to 


Deputy Coroner Wiylarch and E. C. 
Criss of Criss Bros. & Jones, under- 
taking firm. These men, accompanied 
by Superintendent Moore of the C., N. 
& 2. traction lines, took the 7:20 car 
for Hebron where they were met by a 
"special" and ,taken to the scene. 
• It was found 'that there were no ex- 
ternal marks of violence on the body 
of the man. An emission from 
the 


mouth may be taken to mean some- 
thing, as .Undertaker 
Criss stated 


•Monday that it would scarcely be due 
to decomposition in that stage and 
probably came at the time of death. 
Nearly $6 in money and a gold watch 
ot fine quality were found on the 
man's clothes. The house was in ex- 


cellent order, clean and neat. After 
some further investigation, the body 
was brought to this city and taken to 
the Criss Bros. & Jones embaliqing 
room, where Coroner L. L. Marriott 
and Deputy Wiyiarch will conduct an 
autopsy 
Monday 
afternoon. 
It 
is 


highly probable that the stomach of 
the dog will also be examined with a 
view to learning, if possible, the cause 
of death. 


While foul play is given some con- 


sideration, there is understood to have 
beea no grounds for such a deed on 
the part of anyone, as Ctoldsbery was 
known to have no enemies. He lived 
in seclusion, seldom engaging in con- 
versation with anybody. His manner 
was .polite and he is accredited with 
conducting himself in a most satis- 
factory manner, 
according to 
his 


neighbors. 
His only companion was 


his shepherd dog, which he/loved as 
a close friend. The dog would accom- 
pany him wherever be 
went and 


showed a marked degree of intelli- 
gence and of love for his master. 


Goldsbery came to 
this vicinity 


nearly eight years ago from hjs home, 
where his parents and several of his 
brothers and sisters now live, near 
Irvin Station, Union conn'ty. He went 
to-work on-the'far'arof-J. TTr'Meyerr 
on whose farm he built his wagon 
home about a year ago, becaifse he 
desired to be alone. All of this time, 
excepting: one summer, when he was 
employed by a Monroe family, he has 
worked on the 
Meyer 
farm. His 


habits were always temperate and he 
;s. not known to .have had any serious 
trouble that might have caused him 
to suicide. A bank book found among 
his belongings shows an account of 
18.00 in the Hebron bank. 


The dead man was 31 years old. and 


single. He leaves his .parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Austin Goldsbery of Irvin 
Station, and the following brothers 
and sisters: iRoy Goldsbery, 90 Burt 
avenue, West Newark; Elmer, of near 
Springfield, 111.; Edgar, living near 
Urbana, O.; Esker of AshviWe, Ohio: 
Mrs. Alta Trigg of Millersport; 
Lil- 


lian,'Jessie, Ross, Nolan, Vina and 
Dewey, living with their parents in 
Union county. ' 


Until the coroner's finding is an- 


nounced there will 
continue 
to be 


much speculation as to the cause of 
the man's death. The general im- 
pression is, however, that it was a 
case of suicide, the cause of which 
will doubtless never be known as the 
man left no message and gave no hint

St. Paul, Minn., March 9.—"To my 


mind," said Governor John A. John- 
son of Minnesota., when a conversa-' 
tion that had ranged among the 
illimitable generalities of party poli- 
cies came down at last to 
specific 


things, '"a president has no more right 
to go outside the constitution, simply 
because he wants to accomplish even 
the most beneficient purposes, than 
any other citizen has to break the 
law. 


"That is the road that leads to the 


destruction 'of republics. World power 
is a great thing, but centralization of 
power is fraught with danger. 


"The constitution, as I construe it. 


is the contract among eighty millions 
of people who -constitute this country. 
Let it become common for those in 
high places to violate it _for any rea- 
son whatever/and a trust of law is 
engendered. An example in contempt 
for law is given that runs down all 
the way through our body politic, 
even to the wretch who, because of 
-his hatred of authority, tried to mur- 
der a policeman, as occurred in Chi- 
cago the other day.

Are People Who Read Senator Week's 
Testimony in School Investigation - 


STAR CHAMBER SESSION PROPOSED 


In Bill Introduced for Appointment of 


Another State Commission—Some 
Interesting 
Gossip 
About 
Ohio's 


School Affairs. 


Columbus, O.,—(Special) — Parents 


and educators who have locked upon 
the school system of Ohio as a model 
can hardly help being shocked at the 
admissions of Senator William H. 
Meek, made before the investigating 
committee of the legislature. 


Many teachers entrusted with the 


training of the boys and girls of Ohio 
have been 
granted certificates to 


teach not because of nuerit, but be- 
cause the state examiners, for rea- 
sons known only to themselves, have 
•een at to issue certificates when the 
applicants fell below xhe required per- 
centages la examinations. Teachers 
•who stood as low as 20, 10 and even 
?ero in some studies have been given 
certificates to t»aea in those studfis. 
It is a condition that appeals strongly 
to every lather and mother. ,, 
\ Senator Meek, himself an examiner 
for ten years, confessed thatjhad taken 
part in these gross irregularities and 
announced 
that the 
examinations 


were worthless". 
The investigators 


will hold anotner session Monday. Tip 
to date the following facts have been 
brought out by the testimony of Sen- 
ator Meek, and they show the people of 
Ohio, who are interested in the edu- 
cation of their children, the condition 
as it actually exists: 


He told the committee that many 


persons who had fallen 
below the 


minimum had been granted 
certifi- 


cates. 
In the 1900 examination 67 


per cent of the applicants fell below 
the minimum and that was an average 
examination. 


"How did they get above It then?" 


asked Judge Milner, attorney for the 
investigation committee. 


Meek said that an applicant must 


average 80 per cent or higher in all 
the studies and must not fall below 
60 in any one study. 


"What would be the sense in having 


a GO per cent rule, if the average is 
to determine?" asked Judge Dever, of 
the committee. 


"Judge, to be honest with you, while 


we have written rules we never fol- 
low any rules at all. It Is always 
fixed up to correspond to the rules." 


"And you joined with the rest in 


fixing it up?" 


"I could not help myself 
We al- 


ways raised them to 60 per cent or 
more. It would mean a personal 
break between the examiner and my- 
self if I did not do it." 


Senator 
Beatty 
inquired 
about 


"pull,"' and Senator Meek answered: 


"Tne state examination has been so 


conducted that we might just as well 
have gone over the list of applicants 
on the first evening before the exami- 
nation and picked out what men were 
considered good, indifferent and bad 
and so on. The close-up pretty near- 
ly corresponds with the first evening's 
talk about the applicants. Many of 
those grades that I gave 50 in were 
20 or 30." 


In answer to a question of Mr. JUt- 


tie. of tbe committee, he said: 


"We go over the list and mark 


some O. K. and some T.I. 0. K. means 
not that they are going to get a cer- 
tificate, but that there is nothing 
against them. M. means we do not 
know anything about them and there- 
fore they must go upon merit." 


"Suppose an applicant is examined," 


asked Judge Milner, and 
you are 


satisfied from the grades lue makes 
before you that he ought not to have 
a certificate, isn't it your sworn duty 
to simply refuse to sign his certifi- 
cate?" 


"Well, I explained the other day—" 
"Just answer the question: Isn't it 


your jflhity?'* 


"I suspect it is true." 
"What is the object of the examina- 


tion if your examination does not cor- 
respond with the work?" asked Judge 
Milner. 


"We might just as well not go 


through the examination." 


"You 
learned they were doing this 


as early as 1900 and yet you have 
continued to mark them 50 when they 
were low, right up to tbe present 
time?" 


"Yes." 
"When yon suspected others were 


boosting grades, why did you not 
leave them exactly where they were?" 
asked Judge Dever. 


"The 
average was over SO." 


"There -wouM not be the same lia- 


bility of the average being above SO. 
If it were down In your branch, as 
there would be if you marked them 
30 or 59." 


"If you had be<»n sitting on the ex- 


amining board for ten years you 
•would change your mind on that," re- 
sponded Senator MfcK. 


"But Isn't that a mathfijiatjcal fact? 


Ton say your specialty Is mathemat- 
ics?" 


"That !s true. There 3s no way to 


stop Ihe passing of an applicant very 
well, if Ihpy are determined to raise 
the grados." 


Judge Milner asked: "Did Jt ever 


occur in the examination of a man 
In the last ten years that you did not 
concur la the granting of the certifi- 
cate?" 


"No; we all slrnfd them." 
Asked wJietbT he had any recollec- 


tion of other examiners raisin? grades 
when they ought not to, Senator Meek 


I do not recollect that; no, sir." 


Senator Mock said there were two 


factions In the schools, the Corson 
faction, led by former School Commis- 
sioner Corson, and the "outs." He 
was asked If ho was not the leader 
of the "outs," and replied: "I can not 
help what they icay think about it." 


• • • 


What the secretive George Howard, 


book agent, ia doing in Columbus this 
session is a mystery to the legisla- 
tors. At one time he was chief ma- 
nipulator of books for one of the large 
book companies. He had charge of 
many states for them. He now spends 
a large part of his time at a promi- 
nent hotel in Columbus. Whether he 
has a., business connection with any 
booK company or with men who want 
manuscript books Introduced into the 
state is not known. He is conceded to 
be one of the most quiet and effective 
workers in the book business. .While 
he plans, other men do the 
actual 


work, so that it is seldom known just 
what hie is doing. His workers sel- 
dom mention him, and their connec- 
tion with him is little known. The 
investigators may seek to learn wheth- 
er he has any Interest in the bills now 
before the legislature 
affecting the 


schools or whether he is taking sides 
with eitner faction in the investiga- 
tion. 
• * • 


Since the Ros* local option bill 


passed, the friends of school book uni- 
formity are discouraged. They doubt 
whether their bill will be passed by 
this legislature. A scheme has been 
discovered to hook to the uniformity 
bill,, as a rider a- free school book 
amendment, making books free to 
pupijs In all parts ot Ohio. It is a 
dangerous rider, for Jt will mean an 
immense increase in tlie tax levies1 of 
the ' various school districts. 


*, « « 


Already the Rose bill Is bound to 


do away with saloons in some coun- 
ties and thereby reduce the revenue, 
which means that the property-owner 
•will have to_pay higher taxes. 
Then 


if free school books were forced upon 
the communities, the tax rate would 
have to soar still higher. "For that 
reason friends of uniformity doubt the 
possibility of passing it. 


There are two plans, embodied In 


bills before the legislature, that inter- 
est school book men. One is the uni- 
formity plan and the other the school 
book 
commission plan. Uniformity 


means that the same books shall be 
used everywhere in Ohio and teachers 
shall be punished in court for not 
using the books adopted. ' The book 
commission means that a board or 
commission shall be selected to pick 
the books that shall be used every- 
•where in the .state. 


• » * 


In Kentucky 
similar bills were 


adopted. 
Previous to their passage 


the school book business of the state 
had been divided among many pub- 
lishing finrs. The course of study 
being laid out in any community, 
books T76Fe selected to fit it. 


After the bills had passed, one com- 


pany got a monopoly of tire entire 
school book business, and the profit 
that it males from the deal is enorm- 
ous. Superintendents of schools were 
handicapped, for instead 
of 
fitting 


the books to the course of study, they 
had to fit the course of study to the 
books. This was extremely awkv.-ard 
for the reason that different communi- 
ties require different courses of study. 


Considering the big plum that is 


to be nabbed by some book concern 
it is little wonder that the agents take 
a decided interest. 
In the bill pro- 


posed for Ohio it i= stipulated that the 
state board may choose books still in 
manuscript. This opens the door for 
authors and would-bs publishers to 
contest fcr the enormous profits that 
v.-ill accrue to the successful party 


booVs are adopted. 


One of the most dangerous para- 


graphs ever put into a bill, urged as 
beneficial for the people of Ohio, is 
the "star-chamber session" clause in 
the Crawford bill. It provides that 
no person but members shall attend 
the sesions of the commission, and 
the commissioners shall give out no 
information of their transactions. The 
meetings must be absolutely secret 
After the session is closed the mem- 
bers may print in pamphlet form tne 
proceedings of the session. 


The session might last a month or 


more, while the memoers were select- 
ing books for the entire state. Dur- 
ing that time the people -of the state 
and the newspapers which advise the 
people when dangerous deals are un- 
der way, would have no way cf know- 
Ing what the commission was doing. 
If there was skullduggery afoot the 
people would know nothing of it un- 
til the contracts 
had been signed.

By the deal made by the commis- 


sion the people of the state would be 
tied for flve years, for books once 
adopted are to be kept in use tbat 
long, by tbe bill's provisions. 


"Star chamber" sessions are a back- 


ward step an this ase, when all the 
tcndenclos are to give publicity to 
public affairs, with the view that citi- 
zens may be advised and that corpora- 
tions and politicians may not take 
advantage of 1hem.

OME lines of work do not afford much room for growth. 


It IB customary to group such work together and assign 
certain persons to do that exclusively. The work has to 


be done, the firms are willing to pay for it, and men are will-

should not be assigned to ambitious boys—«speeialjy for any 
great length of time. Many boys come to work in the hope 
of gaining general experience, and should not be put into a 
blind rut when they are under the mistaken Impression that 
they can grow out of It into something better.

Although the special commission 


appointed at the 
beginning • of the 


session to investigate and report on 
the proposal to erect a newv state pen- 
itentiary has -not yet reported, Sen- 
ator Howe tossed into the hopper a 
bill to remove the penitentiary from 
the city of Columbus altogether by a 
measure providing that a site of from 
1,000 to 2,000 acres should be secured 
not nearer than 60 .miles to the capi- 
tal. 
His bill proposes the appoint- 


ment of a commission of five experts 
on penology, by the governor^ to have 
charge of the construction of a new 
state prison. The members are to be 
paid $1.000 a year and expenses. The 
buildings are to be constructed as far 
as practical by employment of prison 
labor. The prisoners are to be sepa- 
rated by classes, those convicted of 
minor offenses being employed most- 
ly in outdoor work. The cottage plan 
of building is to be used as far as 
possible. This may be an adroit way 
of proposing that the 
penitentiary 


should occupy one of the islands in 
Lake Erie, a plan that was suggested 
some years ago.

citizens of Columbus, of course, who 
•would object to (he big; prison being 
taken away from the capital. Irit there 
are others who would be glad to set 
rid of it and the kind of citizens it 
dumps into the city after doing time 
In the 


nvell IB still slumbering In the house 
committee ou institution lor the blind, 
while a bill favored by the state insti- 
tution for the blind has passed the 
house and Is pending in the senate. It 
Is Representative Harper's bill, and 
provides for a beneficence by local au- 
thorities only to Indigent blind per- 
sons.

terest in-the Colliuwood dibaster, and 
discuss It with u view to legislation 
on the subject calculated to make a 
recurrence of the calamity impossible 
in the schools of Ohio. 


Representative Shankland of Lake 


county offered a joint resolution ex- 
tending the sympathy of the legisla- 
ture to the stricken people of Collin- 
wood, and it was adopted unanimous- 
ly. It was then sent to the senate, 
where similar action was taken on it. 


Representative Hill of Columbiana 


county introduced a bill to appropri- 
ate $25,000 from the state treasury for 
the relief of the sufferers from the 
Collinwood school holocaust of Wed- 
nesday, and the bill was given a sec- 
ond rea3ing under a suspension of 
tbe rules. It was then referred to the 
finance coitfmittee, with power to re- 
port it out at any time, the idea being 
to pass the bill, send it to the senate 
for action, and make the money avail- 
able with as little delay as possible. 
The bill provides that not more than 
$400 shall be paid to the head of any 
one family. The money is to be dis- 
tributed by an authorized committee 
to be appointed for that purpose.

well for local school boards to look 
about them and see how many two 
and three story buildings under their 
care are not provided with an outside 
fire escape stairway from every school 
room above the first story1.

Because they fear it is "loaded," the 


members of the senate committee on 
taxation pigeon-holed a bill 
by Mr. 


Welker of Stark county relating to 
the collection of delinquent taxes and 
placing on the duplicate what is com- 
monly known as "omitted property," 
or property not returned for taxation. 
County auditors have, under an exist- 
ing statute, authority to place omit- 
ted personal property on the duplicate 
for five years back and collect a 10 
per cent penalty in addition to back 
taxes. The Welker bill, apparently 
goes further and authorizes the audi- 
tor to place omitted personal property 
not only upon the duplicate, but also 
upon the delinquent list, at any time." 
Thus the delinquent personal tax col 
lector would get his fee of 20 to 25 
perscent out of the collection and un- 
der the guise of a mere collector, be 
would, in fact, become a, tax inquis- 
itor, devoting his time and attention 
to the discovery and listing of omitted 
personal property. This aroused sus- 
picion among some members that the 
purpose of the bill was to re-establish 
tax inquisitors, the 
supreme 
court 


having held invalid-in a test case 
tried some months ago the law under 
which tax inquisitors were employed 
by county commissioners.

A Tnew jnvenile -court bill prepared 


by Samuel L. Black, probate judge of 
Franklin county, seeks to correct de- 
fects in the original juvenile court 
law, and the aid of all the probate 
judges in the state is said to be 
pledged to, it. In dealing with delin- 
quent children probate judges have 
iound that they are unable to deal as 
they should with juveniles unless the 
legislature gives them a' chance to 
deal also with the adult. The judges 
-state that through the inadequacy of 
the present law they have been forced 
to punish the infant, while, in fact, the 
adults alone should have been pun- 
ished. 
Efforts to punish adults have 


been abortive invariably through tech- 
nicalities in the present law raised in 
appeals to higher couits.

Nearly All of Twenty Pupils Studying 


at Providence Showed Signs of Tu- 
bercu'--ii r* I1;,' " - --i."»i,5'!vo Par- 
ents—Warm Ooiiun ttags For Legs. 


While the thermometer hovered In 


the vicinity of zero a few days ago 
twenty girls and boys, pupils of the 
first fresh air school in the United 
States, sat snugly and warmly wrap- 
ped in their cotton bags in the old 
Meeting, street school at. Providence, 
R. I. They apparently were as com- 
fortable as the thousands of pupils in 
the other schools in the city despite 
the fact that the temperature maintain- 
ed in the room was at no time above 
45 degrees. 


The public school authorities are en- 


thusiastic over the success that the 
fresh air school has achieved in a few 
weeks' existence. - At a meeting of the 
school board Superintendent Small re- 
ported that he was more than pleased 
•with the outlook and expressed the 
opinion that the fresh air school will 
be one of the most beneficial public in- 
stitutions Providence ever has had. 


Already, he said, the children, living 


practically all day in the cool, fresh 
air, are beginning to show signs of im- 
provement 
Little faces that were 


sallow and pinched a few weeks ago 
have a healtjhy. flush, ,and children who 
were too tired to play are beginning to 
•show some^interest incite. All of this, 
Mr. Small told the * school board, is 
what the fresh air school has accom- 
plished. 


Mr. Small expects to see the day 


when at least three of his small pupils 
who are now suffering with consump- 
tion will have been cured. 


The school was founded at the insti- 


gation of the League For the Suppres- 
sion of Tuberculosis, and it is primari- 
ly intended not only to fight tbe spread 
of the white plague, but also to teach 
the children the value of fresh air as a 
health producer and destroyer of the 
sjerms of disease. 


The school is under the direction of 


Mrs. Mary Appleton. The pupils were 
selected from children who were suf- 
fering with some disease which dis- 
qualified them from attending other 
public schools. Each, was subjected to 
a physical examination by a physician 
before lie or she was admitted. When 
their names were placed on the roll 
book, they became at once patients and' 
pupils. 


Ten children answered the roll on 


the first day, but before tbe week end- 
ed this number had been increased to 
twenty. Some of them have attended 
other schools, but others never had 
been within the walls of an institution 
of that kind. 
Many of the children 


showed signs of consumption; others 
have parents who have had that dis- 
ease; others have tuberculosis of the 
bones. One has heart trouble. 


A record of the condition of the chil- 


dren is taken from time to time, and 
such suggestions as the doctors may 
think necessary for the improvement 
of their health are carried out by the 
teachers. 


The schoolroom is on the second 


floor of the building. The south side 
of the room, facing on Meeting street, 
is wide open to allow sunshine, and 
fresh air to enter. Five swinging win- 
dows are caught up by means of a 
rope and pulleys and can be lowered 
hi case of rain or snow. They are so 
adjusted that, while fresh air is al- 
ways circulating through the room, 
there is at no time a draft

That 


will not be held until 1911, however, 
and meanwhile China must fight for 


her rights in Manchuria against both 
Japan and Russia. She has been seek- 
ing a modus operand! with Japanees 
that would safeguard her postal and 
telegraph rights, but the preliminary 
proposals submitted by Japan are re- 
garded as impossible by Chinese. 


Japan not only wants to consolidate 


her present postal and other com- 
munications, but wants enacted into 
permanent rights 
certain 
privileges 


over the Chinese imperial railways in 
Manchuria and China proper 
which 


she has held by grace since the Boxer 
tioubles. 
If Japan's 
demands 
are 


granted it will open a way for simi- 
lar exactions by other powers. 


In connection with the situation it 


is interesting to note the present na- 
val strength of Japan as compared 
with her strength before the-war with 
Russia. At the outbreak of the war 
Japan had 157 battleships, cruisers, 
detroyers and torpedo boats with an 
aggregate tonnage of 283,742 tons. By 
ibuilding and acquisition during 'and 
since the war she has increased her 
strength' until-she now has 204 ves- 
sels, aggregating 515,082 tons. Of the 
additional vessels four are battleships 
and nine cruiers, which have been 
built or are practically completed and 
some are captured Russian 
cruisers 


and destroyers .which have been re- 
fitted and renamed.
